we have to be endured and what will probably have 
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The facts of the case are simply these. From two-thirds 
to three-fourths of our usual consumption of cotton comes from 
America. For nine months or more this supply has been 
wholly cut off. In ordinary years, between the 1st of Sep- 
tember (the commencement of the cotton year) to the present 
date, about two millions and a quarter of bales are shipped 
from the ports of the United States to Great Britain. This 
year within the same dates we may say that none has been 
received, The usuad stock of American cotton is about 
600,000 bales. The actual stock is only about 150,000 
bales. The usual price is 7d per lb. The present price is 
13d. The quantity usually on its way hither at this time is 
300,000 bales. Now there are not probably 300 bales 
afloat, To set against this alarming deficiency, we last 
year imported about double our usual quantity from India, 
which supplied us with nearly a million of bales. But to 
all appearance this was a spasmodic effort, which it 
is scarcely probable can be kept up. Our presept stock 
of Indian cotton is 100,000 bales larger than last 
year. But the quantity afloat—the quantity that has to 
arrive before the end of June is 100,000 bales Jess, 
according to the best calculations,—199,000 bales against 
293,500, in 1861. The inevitable result is that nearly all 
mills are on “short time”; many are stopped altogether ; 
and, as a rule, the operatives who are still employed are only 
earning about half their usual wages. Every week, too, 
makes the matter worse. The consumption of cotton con- 
tinues; the export continues; the arrivals come in slowly 
and inadequately ; stocks are regularly decreasing ; and the 
amount of earnings on which the working population of Lan- 
shire and the other cotton districts have to subsist grows 
seantier day by day. 


Nor is there any—we do not say reasonable, but any 
possible—prospect of early amendment or relief. Granting 
the best that the most sanguine hopes can anticipate—viz., 
that the civil war in America may come to an end in one 
way or another in three months—say by the end of June. 
Granting that the moment preliminaries of peace are signed, 
the blockade will be raised without waiting for the arrange- 
ment of all the difficult and nearly insoluble questions 
which must arixe as soon as negotiations are commenced. 
Granting that the planters begin to pack and forward their 
cotton to the ports as instantaneously and as rapidly as they 
can. Still—considering that much of the bagging necessary 
for the cotton has to be imported, that the ships which are to 
transport it are still on this side of the Atlantic, and that the 
usual modes of river and land carriage have been dreadfally 
disorganised by the war—we could not receive any quantity 
in England betore the middle of September. That is to say, 
we have only 150,000 bales of American cotton to last us 
for si months ;—at our usual rate of consumption, this could 
last us scarcely jive weeks. For at least six months, then, 
we shall, on the most favourable supposition, have to work 
on half time and to live on half wages,—having been doing 
this for several months already. Now, what must be the con- 
dition of even the most frugal population who for. three 
quarters of a year find half their income cut away, and many 
of whom have no income at all P 

Nor must our readers jump to the conclusion that even 
hitherto, because there has been little clamour, there has 
therefore been little distress. The character of the artisan 
population of the North is not as well understood among us 
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as it deserves. They aré very sturdy and very patient. 
Though prompt to resent anything like wrong, or any suf- 
fering that appears to spring from injustice, they show won- 
derful endurance of all calamities that are clearly traceable 
to no wilful or human agency. In the present case, they are 
perfectly aware that neither the law, nor the Government, 
nor their employers, are in any degree to blame for the mis- 
fortune that has overtaken them. They have, therefore, borne 
their privations with singular calmness, They have accepted 
thankfully a good deal of assistance from their masters, and 
of those who have been altogether thrown out of work, 
a considerable number have applied for parish relief ; so 
that in many districts the pressure on the rate fund has 
more than doubled the usual amount. But the operatives, 
asa rule, are peculiarly averse to all application to the 
Relieving Officer. They are conscious that they are only too 
anxious for work, if only they could obtain it; and, there- 
fore, feel great annoyance at the idea of a “iabour test.” 
They are accustomed to extremely good food ; and the 
seanty pittance of legal charity strikes them as miserably 
insafficient. The risk, too, of having “the workhouse 
“offered” to them is insupportable. Then, again, the 
Guardians, in the execution of a somewhat harsh, but in 
ordinary cases, quite justifiable precaution, mostly refuse 
assistance as long as the applicant has any property at 
all. Now, as all the operatives have household farnitare, 
and many of them furniture of considerable value, they are 
obliged to pawn or sell this befure they can obtain relief ;— 
and this they will only do in the last extremity. It is 
obvious that the Poor Law Board must as soon as possible 
take up the consideration of this question, and sanction such 
a@ relaxation of the ordinary practice as, without introducing 
dangerous or permanent laxity, shall meet an unusual 
emergency in a sagacious and humane manner. It clearly 
can be for nobody’s advantage that a large part of our most 
industrious and thriving population should be reduced, before 
any aid is rendered them, to a state of destitution from 
which only very liberal and long-continued aid can again 
raise them. “ A stitch in time” may here “ save nine.” 


The factory workers, too, though not often among the de- 
positors in Savings Banks, are by no means altogether as 
uathrifty a class as it is usual to represent them. They sub- 
scribe largely to Trades’ Unions, to Sick Clubs, and to 
various “ Friendly Societies,’ organised and conducted by 
themselves—such as the Foresters, the Odd Fellows’ Club, 
and so on. From several of these they obtain assistance in 
times of pressure as long as the funds last; and on such 
assistance most of them have been partially subsisting for 
some months. But all these resources are now undergoing a 

\| rapid progress of exhaustiva ; and the shopkeepers’ power of 
giving credit—another great resource—will soon come to an 
end also. The revenue returns as yet have only given the 
very faintest indication of dimiuished consumption of datiable 
and exciseable articles ; but the diminution began some time 

j| since, and the effect will be clearly enough apparent in the 
ensuing quarter. It always takes some weeks before this 
operation reaches the actual receipts of the tax collector. 
Mr Gladstone may be content to wait and see the precise 
amount and nature of the deficiency before he makes any en- 
deavour to provide for it ; but it is simply impossible that by 
far the largest body of workmen in the Empire, with the 
greatest number of subsidiary trades dependent upon them, 
should be reduced to half work and half wages for six or eight 
months without the consequences being legibly written in 
that most sure and sensitive of all barometers, the Customs’ 
and Excise Returns. We cannot entertain much doubt that 
before Parliament rises it will be found necessary both to 
afford a considerable amount of abnormal assistance to the 
suffering operatives of Lancashire and Cheshire, and to pro- 
vide for a considerable falling-off in the revenue arising out 
of that suffering.

and the reserve is 10,383,600. We have nearly seventeen 
millions of bullion, and this at a time when our reserve ig 
always rather less than usual from the large payments op 
account of the interest on the National Debt, and from the pay. 
ment of salaries, &c., at the close of a quarter, which always 
takes some money out of the Bank of England, and scatters 
it in small driblets through the nation. 

There can, therefore, be no doubt that we have 
enough for any undertakings which we may wish to begin, 
But the diffienity lies in the choice of undertakings. Many 
of the schemes which now try to attract the public are good; 
but some of them, by the mere doctrine of chances, must also 
be bad. Nor can any certain rule be laid down for the 
general guidance of the whole public. Business would be 
infinitely easier than it now is if a few precepts or a doe 
trinaire theory would tell us how to succeed in it. But one 
rule may be laid down which is very simple, and, if acted 6n, 
would be very efficacious. People should only engage in 
what they understand. Money is a serious thing, and we 
should only invest it in undertakings we comprehend, and 
venture it in risks we appreciate. Of course this rule 
will deter many people—most people who have not received 
some vestige of a business education—from many promising | 
and from some really profitable investments. But people 
who have not received a business education must not expect 
to understand matters of business so well as those who have 
received it, There is no royal road to the knowledge of 
money matters, and those who fancy that there is, will ex 
piate their vanity by a diminution of their income. If country] 
clergymen,—if maiden ladies will engage in undertakings) 
which it requires a practised mind to estimate, and much} 
effort even of that practised mind to comprehend and mastet, | 
they must not complain of the fate which they may expedt,| 
and which in some sense they deserve.

This might seem obvious, yet how often are such 
Joan effected, only because the lender has heard the loan is 
a “good thing,” —has seen a paragraph stating that the loan 
is taken readily,—has seen that for a day or two the scrip is 
st a premium. Persons who lend real money upon con- 
temptible data, will be despised rather than pitied if their 
loan should never be repaid them. 

The newest peculiarity in the present state of things is 
the facility of obtaining advances on new shares or new scrip, 
Formerly, when the deposits in the London market were much 
smaller, speculation with borrowed money was far less than 
itnow is; and what there was was exclusively conducted 
by a costly system of commissions and continuations in the 
Stock Exchange. Nowadays the Joint Stock Banks lend 
largely on Stock Exchange securities of good repute. And it 
is easier for an individual operator to speculate largely 
than in former times it used to be; he has now 
only to provide a “‘ margin,” and many persons have means 
for this who could not find enough for the total purchase 
money, It has been doubted whether this change was bene- 
ficial, but we think it has been doubted without reason. It 
at once creates a discriminating criterion of shares, which, if 
not accurate and unfailing, is nevertheless valuable and ex- 
cellent as far as it goes. Shares on which a banker will 
lend are presumably at least better than other shares on 
which he refuses to lend. The banker is a skilled taster, who 
— the grossly bad, and approves only the partially ex- 
cellent. The greater therefore the influence which is given to 
him, the greater is the chance that a sound public opinion 
will speedily be created ; the greater will be the encourage- 
meat to beneficial enterprise ; the smaller will be the oppor- 
tunity for knavish fraud, the smaller the pains of innocent 
folly; 


THE CLERGY RELIEF BILL 
A Bit has been this week read a second time in the House 
of Commons, and referred to a Select Committee for some 
hecessary,—we think far from important,—improvements, 
which propose to remove one great obstruction to the true 
economy of human labour. It is remarkable evough that 
while every effort has been made of late years, and not with- 
Out success, to set free the market for physical labour from 
all needless restrictions, few people have cared even to give 
thought to the certainly far more confined, but certainly 
also more influential, market for moral and iotellectual 

As regards women, indeed, there has really been 
some effort, and perhaps some successful effort, to remove 
restrictions ; but in the direction in which the artificial 
limits of traditional custom most abound,—that of strictly 
professional and learned careers,—the labour-market is less 
really free than in any other. On the peculiar kind of re- 
sitictions,—once no doubt natural and necessary, and 
still possibly not entirely without a meaning,—which 

law and Medicine, we are not going to touch. 
But there are some which affect a still more important 
tection of moral and intellectual labourers, the Clergy, to 
whom chiefly we owe it that civilisation penetrates the 
county districts of England at all. The clerical profession 
long. been subjected to certain needless and injurious 
Featrictions, which the Clergy themselves, like other labourers, 
arethemselves often the last to repudiate or criticise, but 
nevertheless, affect them prejudicially in more ways 
anone, These, or some of the more important of them, it 
's NOW proposed to remove, and we trust the measure, after 
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it has passed through the Select Committee, may command 
the cordial approval of both Houses. 

The special restriction on the clerical profession is that 
which is so well known ander the phrase, “ Once a clergy- 
“man, always a clergyman.” In other words, if a man 
takes ordination vows in the Church of England, he can 
never again de-clericalise himself, however anxiously he may 
wish to retire from the position he has taken up; and this 
means, in fact, that he can neyer, without liability to penalty, 
devote himself to any lay pursuit, nor even to the functions 
of a dissenting minister. He remains shut up within the 
ecclesiastical organisation, subject to the authority of the 
Bishop and to the regulations of the canons. If he preaches 
as a Dissenter, he will be liable to chastisement as a disobe- 
dient Churchman; if he enters business, he will be similarly 
liable; if he applies to be admitted to the bar, the Inns of 
Court refuse him admittance, and if they had granted it, 
he would still have an ecclesiastical suit always hanging 
over him. In every way, therefore, a man who has 
once taken orders, although he may wholly cease to 
be available for the profession he has chosen, is 
yet quite useless for any other,—is in fact a wasted la- 
bourer. Now the evil involved in this system is of course 
double. It is an injustice to the individuals thus paralysed 
for all purposes except the one that is become impossible to 
them. And, next, like all injustices, it reacts upon the cha- 
racter of the profession itself, which it deteriorates in more 
ways than one, 

And first, as to the immediate injustice. It is seareely 
possible to conceive a more unjust kind of restriction on any 
man’s energies than a veto on the transfer of them from one 
service toanother. The thing isalways difficult enough, without 
legislative interference. Life is not long enough to let men 
be transplanted often without great loss and injury to them- 
selves; this is inevitable, and therefore wholesome as a 
general law. It is not desirable that ordinary men should 
fritter away their energies on learning a multiplicity of arts 
and learning to excel in none. And the exigencies of this 
life will effectually provide against any such reetlessness in 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred. Still, though it is not 
unjust, simply because it is a nataral necessity, for ordinary 
men to be thus far restricted to one occupation in life,—it is 
exceedingly unjust, and very far from a natural necessity, 
for them to be restricted to none. And this is the real effect 
of the present artificial law. Instead of imposing, as Nature 
does, a kind of moral fine on change of purpose, it attempts 
to force upon them the .alternative of absolute idleness, 
Either they must dv what they cannot do conscientiously, or 
they must do nothing. Natural causes render it difficult 
and unwise to exchange one kind of work for another, but 
render it still more difficult and unwise to exchange one 
kind of work for no other. Ecclesiastical causes do not 
meddle at all with the latter, while they zealously prohibit 
the former. What should we say to a Trades Union law, 
sustained by the law of the land, which should prohibit an 
operative engineer from engaging in any other productive 
manufacture whatever, with special clauses to punish him for 
engaging in those most nearly allied to his own, and for which, 
of course, he was best fitted P Yetsuchalaw would be but the 
analogue of the Church law, which imposes a penalty on a 
retired clergyman for undertaking any lay duties, and 
subjects him to special penalties for engaging as a dissenting 
minister. The injustice is obvious and gross. It attempts 
to drive a conscientiously dissatisfied clergyman to either 
indolence or dissimulation. 

But if the individual injustice is the deepest, it is by no 
means the largest part of the evil. The reaction of such 
injustices on the general character of the clerical profession 
is very serious, and likely every day to become more so. In 
the first place, it tends to deprive the whole body of clergy- 
men of that consciousness of spontaneous devotion to their 
duties, which is far more essential to clergymen than to 
any other labourers. There is not one clergyman in a 
hundred who could even consider the alternative of 
idleness as feasible. If it be with him “once a 
clergyman always a clergymen,” he can _ searcely 
feel that the surrender of his position,—if it be a false one, 
—is a practicable contingency, It is a Jabour of necessity, 
not of love. There cannot be that sense of freedom which 
almost every other professional man feels in the possibility of 
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taking up some other kind of work if his own grow dis- 
tasteful or burdensome to him. Yet this vista of possible 
change, which is desirable for all professional men, is 
peculiarly desirable for a profession in which the heart is as 
much occupied as the head. Service to be voluntary must 
be free ; and freedom is secured by the presence of other 
alternatives, even though they never be practically resorted to. 


But the tone of the clerical professidn is still more dete- 
riorated by all circumstances that tend to frighten away the 
most high-spirited, the frankest, and the most conscientious 
into other work,—for it is the most high-spirited, and the 
frankest minds, if not the most narrowly scrupulous, which 
are specially fitted to serve the National Church. Now, that 
the various and rather complicated restrictions on a clergy- 
man’s liberty of action,—especially on his power of with- 
drawing from his duties if his estimate of them change,— 
does act powerfully in limiting the number of candidates for 
holy orders, all testimony seems to prove, No man, how- 
ever enthusiastic, likes to thrust his head into a noose out 
of which he knows that he cannot extricate it. Hence, 
nothing can be more injudicious, if we look to the tone and 
character of the men whom we wish to see in the 
National Church, than to scare them away by threats such 
as those which Mr Bouverie proposes to dispense with. 
Whether, therefore, we regard the individual injustice to the 
sufferers from the present clerical disabilities,—or the free- 
dom of which they rob the professional life of clergymen,— 
we must say that to remove those disabilities is a most impor- 
tant and necessary step for the due economy of the higher 
kind of mental labour, and we hope soon to see Mr Bouverie’s 
Bill the law of the land. 


MEDICAL EVIDENCE IN CASES OF LUNACY. 


Tur proposal of the Lord Chancellor to exclude Medical } 


Evidence in cases of Lunacy has startled the general public and 
has nota little annoyed many medical men. The profession 
have wisely and justly considered Lunacy to be, in part 
at least, a bodily disease, and a fit subject for bodily 
remedies. In consequence, the majority of us who have never 
studied diseases, and who-are wholly ignorant of remedies, 
now regard it as @ subject specially medical. So far from 
proposing to exclude them from it, we are apt to imagine 
that it belongs to them especially if not exclusively. ‘‘ Mad 
“ doctors” by profession resent Lord Westbury’s Bill as an 
inroad upon their appropriated preserve. 


Many of the reasons, too, that are commonly assigned 
for the proposed measure are absurd reasons. It is said that 
medical men talk great nonsense, and that nothing is gained by 
admitting their testimony save scraps of questionable theory 
and an abundance of hard names. Lord Westbury himself 
dwelt on this argument, which he knew to be a telling and 
popular one. He cited with applause the case of a doctor 
who was asked if A B was mad, and who replied,—“ I 
“should assert on my professional reputation that A B is 
“ subject to amentia combined with fatuity,” or words to that 
effect. But we fear the argument proves, like many other 
efficacious arguments, more than it is wanted to prove. If 
all classes of witnesses are to be excluded, some of whose 
members, or many of whose members, talk nonsense, the 
witness box will not be thronged. Are any scientific wit- 
nesses exempt from the temptation of using wonderful words? 
Not many years ago a certain geologist stated that a certain 
substance was “ argillaceous earth ;’ upon which Mr Justice 
Maule interposed and observed,—“ That, gentlemen of the 
‘jury, is what we call clay.” Or is it solely in cases of 
Lunacy that medical men talk oppressive nonsense? Many 
of them, by the doctrine of chances, must be fools; and by 
the necessity of their occupation they must cultivate a grave 
pomposity. The result is certain. Make a pompous fool talk, 
and of necessity he must talk pompous foolishness. But still 
we cannot exclude medical evidence in toto. We must, as every 


one admits in very many cases, accept it and make what we 
can of it. 


Again, it is said that medical evidence in cases of Lunacy 
is of no value, for it is always given on both sides, If five 
medical men swear a patient to be insane, five other medical 
mep will swear that he is sane, And indisputably there ¢s 
@ peculiar inexplicable bias in such cases to the side for 
which the doctor appears and by which he is paid. We 
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mean no imputation on these estimable gentlemen. 5 
contrary, we believe that they give their evidence in mogg i 
cases with perfect good faith, and that they believe all ¢ 
say. Still, all they say tells in favour of their client, g 
it is undeniably a defect in this species of evidence that jf 
nearly sure (funds being equal) to be as weighty upon ong 
side as on the other. Still we cannot consent on thes ground to 
exclude medical evidence in cases of Lunacy ; for the same || 
defect is to be found in medical testimony in all 
indeed in scientific evidence of every conceivable kind, Any| 
number of engineers can be brought to dispute, and any | 
number can be brought to prove, whatever a Railway Qom. | 
pany wishes either to dispute or prove.

If we were die 
cussing the cause of insanity in the past, or its cure in the 
future, the case would be different,—we should want medica} | 
men, These are the questions which they have long studied, 
which no one else has studied, which they unquestionably 
understand better than others, But we are not inquiring} 
for the latent cause of a patent fact, or the secret remedy of 
a conspicuous disease. We are asking, is the patient dis 
eased or is he not? This is a fact which common persons 
can determine as well as uncommon persons. The principal 
questions in law are two. Is A B fit to manage his money? 
Did A B commit a particular act with a knowledge that he 
was doing it and a knowledge that it was wrong, or did he 
not do it? 


Medical men, it may be said, are less likely to determine 
this question rightly than other men. They cannot help— 
they ought not to help—having theories of insanity, and being 
men they are apt to be misled by those theories. A part of 
their business is to speculate as to the cause of insanity with 
a view to its cure. They believe a doctrine on the subject, 
They suppose, for example, that a man with a very little 
forehead must be idiotic from birth; and accordingly, when 
they see a man with a little forehead, they are apt tobe 
prejudiced against him. They do not inquire into what he 
has done, into what his actions have been, as to what his 
manifested talents are, so favourably as they would inquire 
if he had the forehead of Shakspeare or Goethe. It is notin 
human nature that they should do so. But, nevertheless, 
what we want to know for legal purposes is not why a man 
is mad, but if he is mad. Whether his insanity is 
caused by a blow, a brain fever, or a congenital configuration, } 
is immaterial. The only issue is the issue of fact—is he in- 
sane or not insane P 

The good sense of mankind presumes in favour of sanily: 
We must not deprive a man of his property without sale 
reason, we must still less remit the penalties of crime— 
that is, permit a legal lawlessness without sure ground. The 
ordinary knowledge of men’s actions, dispositions, and ways 
is the best test in such an inquiry. It is not a topic of phys 
sical science, but a matter of ordinary observation. We 
architects why a house which has fallen did fall ; we ask 
them whether a standing house will fall ; when secret cones 
are investigated, we examine skilled witnesees; but when it} 
is a question whether a house has fallen or not, we ask the | 
people in the street.

The 
phical peculiarities of individual places apart, 
itis better to have our guns on shore 2/, as now appears, the 
powerof gunnery is the conclusive power, and the most effective 
ordvance when it can be thoroughly used will ensure the 
victory to its possessor. In some harbours, stationary guns 
on shore perhaps cannot be effectively brought to bear, and 
there floating batteries are admissible; but in ordinary 
circumstances, on our present knowledge forts are preferable, 
for there is no limit to the power of the ordnance which 
they can contain, and they at least are invulnerable. 

Thirdly. We should not rush wildly into new expenditure. 
Every pound spent on invention No, 1 is a premium on in- 
vention No. 2, and so on without end. If you rashly and 
wildly adopt the last discovery, the very efforts you make in 
so doing occasion another discovery. Something must of 
course be done. We must keep within sight of science ; we 
must not be far behind nations with whom we may be at 
war; but while the destructive art is, as now, unsettled in its 
theories, and restless in its changes, the less we lay out in 
reliance on any particular invention or discovery, so much

THE CROPS AND THE SEASON, 


Tae weather is becoming serious as regards the prospects of the 
spring crops, and in some districts of the wheat crops as well. 
Since about the second week in March all work on the arable land 
hasbeen absolutely put a stop to. Whether the soil be light or 
heavy no corn can be sown, vor can anything be done in the way 
of ation for the root crops. The wheat plant is getting 
faattcthes the condition of the soil is high, and io many places 
showsa tendency to grow up weak and spindling. Hitherto the 
appearance of the wheat has been unusually promising, but the 
continual rains of the last ten days have produced a marked and 
prejudicial effect. On the undrained strong lands the colour of 
the plant is changing from the deep green of the early part of the 
season'to the yellow tinge so indicative of superfluous moisture. 
The tise of prices in the corn market which occurred on Monday 
last, proves that the weather is producing an effect on the trade 
i the reverse of the favourable influences exerted by the 
ap ces at the commencement of last month. The 
pasture and meadow lands alone show any benefit from the rain, in 
the great, and probably too early, luxuriance of the grass, which 
is em higher than we generally find it a month later. 
e extreme wetness of the land it is, however, impossible 
to turn out the stock, and there is every reason to apprehend that 
May yet injure the too early wth of grass. On the 
other hand, if the rains cease, and there are no frosty nights 
ly severe to check the growth of , there will 
be larger crops of both meadow and artificial grasses than 
have had for some years past, and they will probably 
to cut very early. The Leicestershire reporter of the 
Lane ss states that the rain-fall in that county 
March been 3-27 inches, being 14 inches above the 
and that 2-22 inches had fallen in the week ending on the 
March. The fall of rain in the home counties during the 
t week cannot have been much less than that of the last 
m March as recorded in Leicestershire. The same report 
(Leicester) says:—‘* The late heavy fall of rain has blanched the 
wheat and from the prevalence of north and east winds they 
do not look so romising as at the commencement of the month, 
and in Some situations (though these are exceptions and not the 
tule) complaints are made of scanty plant.”

well, but not more than one-fifth of it had been sown, and “ unless 
there comes a great change of weather shortly, much of the 
strong land intended to be planted: with barley will not be able to 
be planted.” Since that was written there has been a continuance 
of the wet weather. Up to this time beans and peas have grown 
vigorously, the large supply of moisture upon the soil, previously 
unusually dry for the season, suiting these crops. 

The Berkshire reporter, in reference to the wheat in that county, 
says :—‘* The wheat on the good strong land has grown spiringy 
and lank, and wants sun. On the thin soil it has not improved 
much, and on wet and undrained lands it has lost its colour and 
plant, and looks altogether sickly and unpromising. There will 
not be an opportunity to hoe much of it now, and as we have had 
too mild a winter to kill many of the small weeds, we fear, as the 
spring advances, there will be too many to be seen in flower.” 


Sheep, lambs especially, are suffering from the wetness of the 
land. On the arable land, where feeding off turnips, nothing can 
be more wretched than the aspect of the flocks, while they are so 
poaching the land that there will be great difficulty in obtaining a 
fine tilth. The fall of lambs has been an average one, but more 
than an average amount of casualties have occurred amongst the 
lambs and the yearly sheep. In some distriets the foot and mouth 
disease has been prevalent amongst the cattle. 


WELSH FARMING. 


Farmine in Wales is certainly backward, and the Welsh farmers 
are unquestionably prejudiced and non-progressive in an extraordi- 
nary degree. We recollect a landowner—not a resident one—in 
North Wales, who having been told by his tenant—an improving one 
for a Welsh farmer—that if he had certain additional buildings for 
cattle erected he would be able to make 40/ a year more from 
the produce of his farm than he then made, inquired the cost, and 
and being told 200/, offered to erect the buildings on being paid 10/ 
additional rent, or 5/ per cent. on the outlay. To this the tenant 
demurred, objecting to pay 107 more a year for what he admitted 
would repay him that sum and yield him a net annual profit of 30/ 
a year besides. The matter ended by the landlord insisting on 
making the outlay, and on demanding the extra 102 of rent, 
thus putting 30/ a year into the pocket of the tenant in spite 
of his own ignorant objection. Yet all the fault does not lie 
with the Welsh farmers, the Welsh landlords generally being 
as backward as their tenants. Some of the vast estates in Wales 
are wholly undrained. Some time since Mr J. L. Philipps read a 
paper to the Carmarthenshire Farmers’ Club onthe question — 
** Can the wet uncultivated Commons and Meadows of Wales be 
profitably cultivated, and how?” He said these lands require 
draining, and many farmers were of opinion that it cost more to 
caltivate such lands than the produce justified, and left them nearly 
uncultivated, and he urged the occupiers to drain, lime, and cultivate 
all the wet rough lands attached to their farms. He admitted 
there was the obstacle of want of capital, but said that in many 
cases more money was wanted on a naked fallow than would im- 
prove the rough land. And the lecturer made numerous other sug- 
gestions for improving Welsh farms, all ,er se of considerable 
value ; but the difficulty was, where are the poor farmers to get 
the money for improvement, and not a whisper was made by the 
speaker as to the province of the landlord in reference to such 
improvements, 


Dr Hopkins thought “‘ the poor uplands should be laid down in 
as soon as possible, and kept up to the mark by top-dress- 
ing. When such expenses cannot be undertaken, the next best 
thing is to make surface drains with a plough, and prodigious 
effects often result from this, provided a dressing of lime and earth 
is applied on the surface. But Mr Gwyn, concurring in the general 
opinion expressed, said that ‘‘ there was very little land in the 
country which would not repay cultivation,” and ‘ that —— 
was the basis of all improvement’’; pointed out how poor Wels 
farmers are, and appeared to consider it a mockery to offer them 
advice which involved the outlay of considerable capital. Mr 
Butland agreed with him “that the Club ought to discuss such 
subjects as would suit poor farmers’ circumstances.” Yet the 
meeting unanimously sapreme of Mr Philipps’ scheme for the 
reclamation of poor land. Now it certainly does seem odd that a 
partyof gentlemen, members of a lucal Farmers’ Club, should meet 
and discuss the method of reclaiming poor land in the moist cli- 
mate and mountainous region of Wales, where the farmers were 
stated to be poor as well as prejudiced, and yet that not one 
word should be said as to the first, the paramount necessity 
of the Welsh landowners leading the way in improvement b 
putting their own shoulders to the wheel. Not a few Scot 
and English farmers have found to their cost that when 
they have undertaken and executed permanent improvements, 
which ought to have been done by their landlords, the 
have fallen short of capital for the proper working and cul- 
tivation of their farms. i this matter of improvement there ought 
to be adivision of labour. The landlord should execute all those 
durable improvements which are in fact investments in the soil 
and permanent additions to the value of the land, and for which a 
return in the form of interest at 4 or 5 per cent. on the outlay is 
the natural remuneration ; while the farmer should apply his own 
capital simply to cultivation, upon which he has a right te expect 
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an annual profit of at least 10 per cent. And lectures and papers

Tue “ National” gives us three papers, this time, on political 
memoirs,—* Gentz’s Diary,” “‘ The Grenvilles,” and “ The Court 
of Charles II. of Spain.” Of these, the opening article on Gentz’s 
Diary is perhaps the most interesting, giving an epitome of another 
of those startling books for whose publication we are indebted to 
the relentless Mademoiselle Ludmilla Assing. Gentz was an 
Austrian politician of the Napoleon period, who was intimately 
acquainted with the interior history of the Austrian court, and 
recorded in his journal a profusion of curious facts hitherto unknown 
to the world at large. The deplorable picture which he gives of 
the almost incredible stupidity and weakness of the Emperor 
Francis, especially during the crisis of 1809, and of the 
utter demoralisation of the Austrian army, are not only inte- 
resting historically, but are important as not very distant 
antecedents of the present Austrian Empire. Both the 
political articles of this number relate to America. The 
first, on Government Loans, apropos of Mr Chase's Budget, is 
a model of the art of exposition. Nothing can be more skilful or 
clear than the mode in which the writer explains the distinction 
between raising a sum by taxation and raising it by loan,— 
advancing from the hypothetical case of a single-tax payer or 
lender to the case of a multitude of such tax-payers or lenders. 
The general doctrine of the article seems to us sound. The other 
| article gives a resumé of the last phases of the American war, and 
| argues earnestly against any interference of European Powers in 
| the struggle, as certain to cripple the abolition policy which has 
| just been initiated at Washington. “The Morality of Political 
Economy” is an elaborate discussion of some of the chief rela- 
tions between capital and labour, by a writer who is desirous to 
defend economic truths against the misapprehension of hasty 
theorists, but who is yet more anxious to show that no merely 
| economic policy, however just, exhausts the duties of capitalists 
towards the labouring class. ‘‘ Why are Women Redundant ?” is, 
perhaps, the most ably-written paper in the number. The con- 
dition-of-woman question in England, the writer holds, practically 
resolves itself into the fact ‘‘that there is an enormous and in- 
creasing number of single women in the nation,” ‘‘ a number which, 
positively and relatively, is indicative of «n unwholesome social 
state, and is both productive and prognostic of much wretched- 
ness and wrong.” The “speciality” of the writer's view is that 
he directs attention to the diminishing of this disproportion 
between the sexes as an aim to be sought before the consideration 
of suitable employment for the single women. ‘The ability and 
discrimination with which he treats the whole subject are far 
above the average of most writers on this vexed question, and his 
remarks on the “ keeping up appearanees”’ fallacy are particularly 
= The only practical point on which we differ from him, is 
e inclusion of the medical profession among those which are 
necessarily and wholly unsuited to women. A multiplicity of 
facts combine, we think, to distinguish this as standing on quite 
different ground from the exclusively masculine professions.

ABill for authorising the establishment of companies on the 
jmited liability system practised in England has been presented by 
the Government to the Council of State. 

M. Michel Chevalier has, as is known, been elected President ot 
the Jury charged to distribute recompenses to the French Exhi- 
bitors in the approaching Universal Exhibition at London. A 
fitter intment could not possibly have been made. He is em- 
shtically “ the right man in the right place.” But it is worthy 
ofremark tbat he was not nominated to the post by the Govern- 
ment, but was freely elected by the members of the Imperial Com- 
mission, and, besides, he was chosen by a very large majority in 

to M. Dumas, the eminent chemist. The election of the 
- gentleman, considering his devotedness to the cause of liberal 
commercial policy, is asignificant fact at this juncture : it shows that 
that cause, already adopted by the Government, is gaining favour 
in public opinion. ‘The election is even more significant from its 
having taken place in opposition to M. Dumas, who is a great 
Protectionist, and who, it cannot be denied, had (apart from his 
erroneous economic opinions) good claims to the presidency, he 
being not only one of the great savans of the day, but a Senator 
and an ex-Minister. ‘The Protectionist party are naturally very 
at M. Michel Chevalier’s election, and their organ, the 
Momteur Industriel, publishes an ill-natured article about it. But 
fortune has declared against that party, and it must be allowed to 
grumble. 

In a meeting of the shareholders of the Credit Agricole, held a 
few days back, an account of the operations for 1861 was given. 
This Company, which is in reality an agricultural bank, with a 
nominal capital of 20,000,000f (800,000/), of which one-half has 
been subscribed, discounted bills and other securities to the amount 
of 68,613,422f 81c, and warrants for grain, fiour, sugar, wool, 
hides, silk, oils, &c., to that of 21,660,674f.

The manufacturers of France are not unmindful of Algeria as a 
cotton-producing country. At Mulhouse, a commission of eminent 
men has been formed, under the auspices of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, for the purpose of making investigations relative thereto. 
Moreover, two deputies of the Corps Legislatif, M. de Ravinel 
and M. Pouyer-Quertier, who are engaged in manufactures, have 
had an interview on the subject with the Minister of War, Algeria 
beingunder the control of his department; and the Minister assured 
themthat the Government will neglect nothing calculated to secure 
the success of any serious attempts to promote the cultivation 
of cotton in that colony. He recommended that practical men 
should at once be sent out to ascertain the sites best adapted for 
the growing of cotton. The Moniteur de l’ Algerie announces that 
the gentlemen sent to Algeria by an English Company to make 
definitive arrangements for the cultivation of cotton on lands 
ceded by the Government, were a few days back received by 
Marshal Pelissier, Governor General of the colony, and that 
he “hastened to have drawn up the deed for placing the Com- 
pany in provisional possession of the lands designated, en at- 
indent a decree of the Emperor, which can alone make a per- 
Manent cession of the lands.” 

The Directors of the Eastern Railway intend to propose to the 
shareholders in the approaching annual meeting that a dividends 
of 40ffor 1861 shall be declared. Half of this sum has been 
already paid. 

According to the Moniteur Industriel (Protectionist organ), as 
many as 30 of the 63 ironworks of the East of France 
which employ wood have had to suspend operations.

BrussExs, April 9. 

It may be well to communicate the substance of the observations 
recently made in the Chamber of Representatives by M. Rogier, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, relative to the projected treaty of 
commerce with England. This is what he said:— He had to 
declare to the Chambers that the negotiations for a treaty had not 
been broken off, but that a stoppage had been made in them. The 
Belgian Government, in commencing them, had proposed a large 
reduction in the import duties of both countries. But as it was 
not sufficient to lower duties in order to increase the exchange of 
productions between the two countries, it was necessary to facili- 
tate the means of conveyance. A proposition had therefore been 
made to the Government to co-operate with the other Powers in 
the abolition of the toll and tonnage dues which since 1839 had 
weighed on the navigation of the Scheldt, which had been free for 
forty years. At that epoch, in order to facilitate diplomatic nego- 
tiations, Belgium undertook to reimburse the collective duties 
which Holland imposed on foreign commerce. It was a sum of 
800,000f (32,000/) with which she charged her Budget. A law 
authorised that arrangement, but a law might suppress it. Seeing, 
however, that under recent conventions the Sound and the Elbe 
duties had been capitalised and suppressed, the Belgian Govern- 
ment thought that it might act in a similar manner with regard to 
the Scheldt. It had, therefore, negotiated on the subject with 
foreign Governments. Seven or eight had already given in their 
adhesion, and in time all would consent. England still resisted, and 
that was the reason why a delay in the negotiations had taken 
place. An understanding existed with respect to the treaty of 
commerce, but one relative to navigation had not yet been arrived 
at. England had given a refusal in the question of the reimburse- 
ment of tolls ; but she would end by understanding that tolls were 
as antiquated on the Scheldt as in the Sound and the Elbe. The 
abolition of tolls was assuredly in accordance with modern ideas, 
and that was so true that the imposition of any new tolls on a river 
would be universally blamed. In conclusion, he felt confident that 
in the end an understanding with England would be come to.” 


COMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS.

The Moniteur publishes a report addressed to the Ministers of Marine 
and the Coionies, by the committee of surveillance of the permaneut 
exhibition of the colonies. The commercial complications which have 
arisen in consequence of the American crisis gave interest to the growth 
of cotton. The various sorts produced in Guiana are of a silky fineness, 
and longer than those of the United States; they would be of easy sale, 
and might compete successfully with the best ahort silks of America, 
producing easily from 305f to 325f the 100 kilos. In Senegal also cotton 
grows everywhere in the wild state, and its price is already sufficiently 
remunerative to lead to the hopes that the natives may be easily brought 
to undertake its cultivation. The local committee had already. in 1855, 
pointed out the quantity that might be derived from the Bambouk. 
There might also be furnished from Waio and the Cayor a considerable 
contingent ; the vast territory of the latter place, situated on the sea-coast 
and along the banks of salt lakes, being especially adapted to the cultiva- 
tion of the coiton plant. The report suggests the edvantage of encourag- 
ing cotton culture as much as possible in the various French colonie:.

The above return is comparatively favourable. The 
large sum paid away for Government dividends has nearly 
all returned to the Bank under the private deposits. Not- 
withstanding the absorption of coin, usual at the end of 
the quarter, the steady influx of gold has caused a slight in- 
crease in the bullion. The reserve shows a decrease, but it 
is less considerable than might have been expected.

In the corresponding week of 1852, Parliament had ad- 
journed over the Easter recess without [any date being fixed 
for the expected dissolution. Great sensation had been 
caused by the announcement of the loss of the Birkenhead 
steamer, with troops, bound for the Cape. Prince Schwar- 
zenburg, the Prime Minister of Austria, had just died. 
From the United States it was mentioned that the enthu- 
siasm lately shown towards Kossuth was gradually subsiding, 
and that his approaching reception in New Orleans was not 
expected to be very warm. ‘The agitation in favour of re- 
taining the Crystal Palace in the metropolis continued. 
Meetings were also being got up in the country against the 
proposed embodiment of the militia. 

In 1859, an Indian debenture loan had been announced, 
and the official notification was expected immediately. The 
idea of a Congress by the European Powers was ostensibly 
entertained by France, the Government not having yet com 
pleted their preparations for war. 

In 1860, the insurrection in Sicily was making progress, 
notwithstanding the daily reports published in the Neapolitan 
official press to the effect that tranquillity had been restored, 
and that the authority of the King of Naples had been nearly 
re-established. The treaty between Spain and Morocco had 
been ratified. The sum of 2,650,000/, proposed to be raised 
for railway purposes in debentures of the colony of Victoria, 
had been tendered for, and proposals had been put forth for 
2,320,0002 for Algerian railways. The London money 
market was unsettled, owing to the sudden withdrawal by 
some of the leading discount establishments of a million and 
a half of notes from the Bank. 

In 1861, the money market continued easy, and the Bank 
had again reduced their rate from 6 to 5 per cent. The 
suspension of two country banks had been announced, that 
of the Preston Old Bank (Messrs Pedder and Co.) and of 
the Faringdon and Wantage Bank (Messrs Barnes, Medley, 
and Ansell), the liabilities in the former case being heavy. 
The new Bankruptcy and Insolvency Bill had just passed 
through the House of Commons. The threatened strike in 
the building trade of the metropolis, it was hoped, had been 
averted. From abroad, news had arrived of further demon- 
strations of the people of Warsaw, which had been repressed 
by the military with much bloodshed. The Austrian pro- 
vincial Diets had been opened. There was no further im- 
portant intelligence from the United States, and for the time 
there appeared on both sides an indisposition to commence 
hostilities. 

The amount of the “other” deposits, as compared with 
the “ other” securities, showed, in 1852, am excess of 
2,767,088/; in 1859, a deficiency of 956,5677; in 1860, 
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5,614,2151. In 1862, the deficiency is 2,387,8692. 


Discount AND Money Marxet.—The release of the divi- 
dends has caused an increased supply of money in the dis- 
count market, but the rates, except for the best short paper, 
show little variation. Caution continues to be exercised 
with regard to long-dated bills. The demand, which in the 
earlier part of the week was rather active, has now become 
moderate.

Encuish Funps.—Consols were heavy in the beginning 
of the week on the introduction of the new foreign loans, 
but rallied yesterday, owing to the increased abundance of 
money, consequent on the payment of the dividends and the 
steady influx of gold into the Bank. To-day, a further im- 
provement occurred, the opening prices being 94 to 4 for 
money, and 943 to 3 for the account, on the favourable Bank 
return; but it was not maintained, and the last official quo- 
tations were 933 to 94 for immediate delivery, and 94 to 4 for 
May, or the same as last Friday.

years, secured upon the revenues of the Delta, and represented by 
bonds, in which the Sultan’s authority and the charge are to be 
set forth. The bonds are to be for the nominal sum of 2,195,200), 
and are offered by the Bank of Saxe Meiningen, through the 
agency of Messrs Friihling and Géschen, to the public at 82} per 
cent. The sum to be paid for the bonds will therefore amount to 
1,811,046/, as stated in the prospectus, less the deduction of the 
discount granted to the public. Out of this sum the Bank of 
Saxe Meiningen has to provide for all the expenses connected with 
the negotiation of the loan during six months, and the Commis 
sions paid, both in Egypt, Turkey, and London. A table is re 
ferred to in the contract showing that the bonds are to be for the 
sum of 2,195,200/, and that the payment of 176,000/, to be made | 
half-yearly for 30 years, will repay the whole of the bonds at par 
with interest during that period. It will be seen that these facts 
entirely bear out the representations contained in the prospectus. 
It is understood that objection was first entertained on the ground 
that the interest and amortisement fund were to be paid through 
the Bank of Saxe Meiningen ; but the contract permitted the sub- 
stitution of a London house, and the Bank have agreed with 
Messrs Friihling and Gischen that the half-yearly remittances 
shall be made direct to them from the Viceroy.

At the half-yearly meeting of the Commercial Bank of 
Sydney, held at Sydney on the 24th of last January, a divi- 
dend was declared at the rate of 14 per cent. per annum, 
leaving a balance of 2,230/ to be carried forward. The re- 
serve fund remains at 64,000/, equal to 20 per cent. of the 
paid-up capital. 

At a meeting of the Nerbudda Coal and Iron Company 
to-day, the report, of which a notice appeared last week, 
was carried unanimously. Some discussion took place chiefly 
upon the future prospects of the undertaking, when it was 
stated that, judging from similar Companies, the profits are 
expected to be very large, especially on the completion of 
the railways in the district.

(Limited) has been issued. Many of these Companies in the 
provinces pay excellent dividends, and afford a secure and 
satisfactory investment.

The interest of 6 per cent. will be paid at the 
National Treasury. 

The United Kingdom Shipowning Company design to 
establish a fleet of first-class iron sailing ships of the best 
description, suitable for the best employment. These will 
be medium clippers, which sail well and which carry well. 
The Directors appeal with confidence to the large profits 
which such vessels are now earning in private hands, and 
they anticipate equal profits for this Company. 

The Ottoman Railway from Smyrna to Aidin wish to 
place the remainder of their debentures on the London mar- 
ket. The railway is to extend for 80 miles, and 41 from 
Smyrna to Kosbounar are now open for traffic. The deben- 
tures are the first charge on the railway and on the Imperial 
guarantee. At the rate of issue they will pay 104 per cent.

The Cape of Good Hope Telegraph Company (Limited) 
has been formed for the purpose of constructing and working 
electric telegraphs in South Africa, and especially in our 
improving colonies there.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 

Owing to the continuance of unfavourable whether, the wheat 
trade at Mark lane, to-day, was decidedly firmer, and all dry 
parcels moved off somewhat freely, at the full prices of Monday. 
For foreign wheat,—ihe show of which was moderately good,— 
the demand ruled steady, and the quotations were well supported. 
Malting barley was very scarce, and realised extreme rates. Grind- 
ing and distilling sorts, however, were a slow sale, on furmer terms. 
Oats, beans, and peas were more inquired for, and the currencies 
ruled firm. American flour was in improved request, at an ad- 
vance of 6d to Is per barrel, and the value of other descriptions 
was well maintained. This week's imports amount to 4,180 
quarters of wheat, 8,860 barley, 9,890 oats, 240 sacks and 5,450 
barrels of flour. 

The Liverpool market, this morning, was firmer, and both wheat 


and flour realised enhanced prices. Other articles quite supported 
former terms. 


The Liverpool cotton market throughout the whole of this week 
has maintained a very firm tendency, particularly towards the close. 
The total sales amount to 62,000 ‘bales, including 37,000 to spin- 
ners, 17,000 on speculation, and 8,000 for export. Prices are 4d 
to jd above those of last Friday for American cotton; in Surat, 
nearly the same rise has taken place. ‘I'o-day, 7,000 bales have 
been sold at very firm rates. 


At Alexandria, according to our latest advices, which reach to 
the 26th ult., all superior descriptions of cotton sold steadily, at 


full prices ; but inferior parcels were much neglected. Freight to 
Liverpool was $d per lb.

MARKETS IN THE MANUFACTURING DISTRICTS. 


There has been an improved feeling in the demand for goods 
in the markets held this week, and, in some instances, prices 
have had an upward tendency. The stocks continue very low; 
but the production is still mach restricted. The iron trade has 
shown much buoyancy, and the quotations have been on the 
advance. In coals, however, the transactions have continued very 
moderate. 

MancuHesTer, April 10.—Since this day week, a great change 
has come over the market, a large, but not general business has 
been done, and prices have shown a tendency to advance with 
cotton. The staples affected have been chiefly those made from 
American cotton, the middle numbers of yarn, both mule and 
water, and the best known makes of shirtings, madapollams, and 
jacconets, or such as have not degenerated with the times. Stocks 
of these, as they are not being, and cannot now be, replaced, 
have accordingly been much reduced. ‘The business has been in 
few hands, and apparently directed to the market of largest 
foreign consumption, Calcutta, which, whatever it has been lately, 
is considered by some to be impossible to overstock with the mills 
in Lancashire, as they promise to be, on one-fourth time. ‘The 
fine weather is expected shortly to bring in the home trade, the 
main fear for which is that there will be too few goods left for 
them to take, or goods at least that are suitable, seeing that the 
inferior cottons can only produce inferior goods. A firm which 
ranks highest in this department has commenced to run two- 
thirds time, and all, no doubt, will be obliged to follow or exceed 
this measure of reduction, as the various special classifications 
of good material disappear altogether from the market.

BRADFORD.—The tone of the wool market is a littie more cheer- 
fal. There is a fair average demand for all classes of wool. 
Bright-haired sorts, which continue to be inquired for, are about 
steady in price, while Midland Counties and Down wools may be 
quoted a shade against the buyer.

and white samples, especially those out of condition, has continued 
in o sluggish state, at about last week’s currency. Fine foreign 
wheats have realised former terms, wich a moderate inquiry ; but 
inferior samples have commanded very little attention. The flour 
trade has been depressed, owing to the recent heavy imports 
from America, In the currencies, however, no quotable change 
has taken place. Fine malting barley has maintained its previous 
value ; but grinding and distilling sorts have ruled somewhat in 
favour of buyers. ‘There has been a fair, but by no means active, 
inqui for malt, at full quotations., Good sound oats have sold 
stendily—other kinds slowly, at late rates. Both beans and peas 
have commanded very little attention, at the late decline in

Considerable inactivity has prevailed in the grain trade in 
France and in the various ports up the Baltic. Prices, almost 
generally, have ruled easier. In America, wheat, Indian corn, 
and flour, were rather drooping at the date of our last advices, 
with only a limited inquiry for shipment to Europe. 

The Scotch markets have been scantily supplied with wheat, 

ly in poor condition. The demand, however, has ruled 

heavy, and the quotations have been with difficulty supported. 

In spring corn, the transactions have continued restricted, yet fine 
and oats have commanded quite previous rates, 

In Ireland, the wheat trade has been in a most inactive state, 
at barely stationary prices, and the transactions in barley, oats, 
and maize, have been trifling. 

At Mark lane, to-day, owing to the continuance of unfavourable 
weather, there was decidedly more firmness in the wheat trade, 
and alldry samples moved off somewhat freely, at full prices. 
F ‘reign wheat was in steady request, and the quotations were 
well supported. Barley, oats, beans and peas were firm, at full 
currencies. Flour met an improved sale, and barrels realised 6d 
01s more money, compared with the late lowest point.

EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS. 





Tearric Receirrs.—The traffic receipts of railways in the United 
Kingdom amounted for the week ending the 29th of March, on 10,145 
miler, to 468,600/, and for the corresponding week of last year, on 
9,911 miles, to519,195/, showing an increase of 234 milet, and a decrease 
of 50,5952, The gross receipts on the 14 principal railways amounted 
in the aggregate, on 6,618 miles, to 355,1562; and for the corresponding 
week of 1861, on 6,458 miles, to 404,371/, showing an increase of 160 
miles, and a decrease of 49,215/. 


RAILWAY AND MINING SHARE MARKETS. 
LONDON. 

Monpay, April 7.—The railway market to-day showed increased 
heaviness. In most of the leading stocks a decline took place of ¢ to } 
cent., and the tendency at the close was rather unfavourable. In the 
colonial market, Grand Trunk receded to 24? to 254, and Great Western 
of Canada to 13 to 3. Indian guaranteed stocks were also rather less 
steady. Foreign shares were dull, Pernambuco, however, and Lombardo- 
Venetian improved. Victoria debentures were rather flatter. In American 
securities there was a reduction in Erie sbares and Illinois Central. The 
transactions in mines were of an average character, and in several descrip- 
tions an advance occurred. 


Tuxspay, April 8.—The railway market to-day was again dull. The 
principal movement was a decline of 1 per cent. in Caledonian. York 
and North Midland, Great Northern, and Sheffield were also flat, while 
South-Eastern and Great Western slightly improved. The transactions 
in this department were of little importance. The colonial market was 
quiet, but steady. East Indian closed firmly at 104 to }. In foreign 
descriptions, French and Brazilian shares wererather heavy. Lombardo- 
Venetian were also dull et 2} to § premium. No change of importance 
took place in American securities. Mines were in moderate demand, 
but occasionally closed firmer. In joint stock banks there was a decline 
in Egypt, Ottoman, and London Chartered of Australia, and an improve- 
ment in London Joint Stock and Oriental. Miscellaneous descriptions 
left off about the same as yesterday. 


Wepnespay, April 9.—The railway market to-day opened quietly, but 
experienced an improvement during the later hours of business. After 
the official close the tendency was especially favourable. Compared with 
yesterday, Midland and Lancashire and Yorkshire have advanced § per 
cent., and London and North-Western, Great Western, North-Eastern 
descriptions, and South-Eastern, } to}. North British were exceptionally 
heavy, and declined 3 per cent. In the colonial market, Grand Trunk 
receded to 25} to 25, and Great Western of Canada to 123 to 13. At- 
lantic and St Lawrence shares were also lower. Foreign descriptions 
were dull, particalerly French. Lombardo-Venetian closed without 
change at 2} to# premium. In American securities, Virginia Six per 
Cents. showed a decline. There was little business done in mines, and 
prices were occasionally depressed. In joint stock benks an improvement 
took place in City, London and Westminster, Oriental, and Provincial of 
Ireland. Ottoman also recovered to 25} to 26. No change of import~- 
ance occurred in miscellaneous descriptions. 


Tuurspay, April 10.—The railway market to-day again showed in- 
creased firmness, and in several of the leading stocks a further advance 
took place. South-Eastern and Caledonian especially improved } per 
cent. Great Western was exceptionally flat. Owing to the new 
foreign loans, there was but little business in this department, and the 
last settlement showing a slightly increased supply of some stocks, more 
disposition was exhibited to effect speculative sales on the unfavourable 
traffic returns. The market, however, still remained intrinsically firm, 
and easily influenced by any favourable feature. Colonial descriptions 
have been rather dull. In the foreign market there was a recovery in 
French shares. Lombardo-Venetian were also firmer at 2§ to 3 premium. 
In American securities, Panama First Mortgage bonds were quoted 
higher.
